Grover C. Allen, 68, widely 
known Eastern Kentucky attorney 
and a former resident of West 
Liberty, died suddenly of a heart 
ailment at his home near Jackson 
Christmas Eve. 

Mr. Allen slumped over while 
seated in a chair at his home and 
expired almost immediately. 

He was born at Belknap on the 
Trent fork of Red River in 1884, 
a son of Caleb and Rhoda Elam 
Allen, pioneer residents. 

He was noted as a criminal law¬ 
yer and had practiced widely in 
courts in Eastern Kentucky. He 
lived in West Liberty for four 
years and was elected Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney of this district 
in 1919. Later he was elected

The military stepped up its call 
for draftees this week to a level 
unprecedented since early in the 
Korean war. It asked Selective 
Service to induct 53,000 men, all 
for the Army in February. 

The Defense Department's of¬ 
ficial explanation for the big levy 
on manpower was that the terms 
of service of many men drafted 
after the outbreak of the Korean 
war are expiring and their places 
must be filled.

State—director of selec¬ 
tive service, announced that Ken¬ 
tucky’s share of the February 
draft call will be 1,300 men, larg¬ 
est since the beginning of the 
Korean war. He said that the big 
call will help make it necessary 
to low er the draft age to 19 years 
in order to fill the March quota. 
The February quota will just 
about exhaust Kentucky’s 20-to- 
26 age draft pool.

January 16 is the deadline for 
farmers to be enrolled in the 1953 
Agricultural Conservation Pro¬ 
gram. 

As of Dec. 15 only about 45 
i percent of Kentucky farmers had 
been contacted by PMA com¬ 
munity committeemen, and of 
those contacted 91 percent had 
enrolled ancf asked assistance in 
the form of ACP materials or 
services in carrying out their 
i 1953 farm conservation programs. 

farmers are being enrolled in 
the 1953 A.C.P. by P.M.A. Com¬ 
munity committeemen who inter¬ 
view farmers on their farms in an 
effort to direct A.C.P. aid toward 
practices which meet the most- 
urgent conservation need on each 
farm. 

Although 1953 A.C.P. aid may 
be used only for the most-needed 
practices on each farm, as indi¬ 
cated by the farmer, 19 practices 
are on the list for which Ken¬ 
tucky A.C.P. funds may be used. 
To meet special conservation 
problems, a 20th practice is in¬ 
cluded in the A.C.P. in certain 
counties. 

The 1953 A.C.P. practices in¬ 
clude: Applying standard-ground 
limestone to farm land; applying 
phosphate and potash to eligible 
crops; establishing winter cover 
of specified legumes or rye grass; 
establishing small-grain cover 
crops and turning them under or 
leaving them on the land; turning 
under soybeans or cowpeas; es-' 
tablishing annual lespedeza: disc¬ 
ing or plowing under sweet clo¬ 
ver; establishing or improving 
permanent pasture; clearing land 
for permanent pasture; excavat¬ 
ing or constructing stock-water 
ponds; constructing terraces; es¬ 
tablishing sod waterways; con¬ 
touring row crops, constructing 
diversion ditches; installing drain 
tile: planting forest trees; and 
improving forest-tree stands. 

A.C.P. payments will be made 
only for practices approved for 
each farm before they are carried 
out. 

If a farmer wishes to make a 
substitution for the practice or 
practices appro/ed for his farm 
in the 1953 program, the substi¬ 
tute practice must be approved 
before it is begun to entitle him 
to A.C.P. aid. 

FARM GOALS FOR 

1953 EQUAL 1952

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23—Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture Brannan an¬ 
nounced today the Government’s 
farm-production goals for 195? — 
a program calling for an output 
of crops at least equal to this 
year’s record volume. 

Brannan said it would be fool¬ 
hardy to call for less during the 
current period of national emer¬ 
gency. 

The goals call for use of 360,- 
900,000 acres of crop land, or 
about the same as this year. The 
national goals will be broken 
down to individual farms, but 
farmers will be free to plant 
whatever acreage they desire, ex¬ 
cept for peanuts and tobacco. The 
latter crops will be grown under 
rigid control programs. . . 

The goals stress increases in 
production of livestock-feed grain 
and hay, grass, and decreases in 
cotton, wheat, soybeans, flaxseed, 
and cottonseed to give. what was 
described as balanced production. 

Brannan said the nation needs 
larger reserves of corn and other 
livestock feed to maintain a high 
level output of meat, dairy, and 
poultry products even in the event 
of future short crops or unex¬ 
pected demands. 

The suggestion for less cotton, 
wheat, and oil seeds was made 
because reserves of these com¬ 
modities are large.

A proposal to authorize an ex¬ 
tra tax for school building and 
improvement purposes was de¬ 
feated almost two-to-one at a 
special election in Carter county 
Dec. 20.

lieve overcrowded conditions. 

In a statement issued following 
defeat of the tax plan, the Board 
of Education said, however, that 
it has no other recommendation 
or solution to present and will 
not request an increase in assess¬ 
ments.

People Needing Homes 

— 

The State Division of Child 
Welfare is presently conducting 
a “homefinding” campaign. Hun- i 
dreds of children in Kentucky 
from 6 to 16 years of age are 
[ without homes and families. Most 
I of these children are living in in¬ 
stitutions and have lived beyond 
their time in the institutional 
environment. 

The children are usually not 
available for adoption. They are 
not cuddly babies. Most of them 
are in the awkward age. But 
they are older children who long 
for daddies and mothers. Some 
of them have lived seven of eight 
years in an institution waiting for 
a family—their own or anyone 
else’s—to take them to live in a 
real home. They have grown up 
knowing little of the every day 
sort of living that is done in a 
home. They haven’t answered 
the telephone for mother or ad¬ 
justed the furnace thermostat or 
defrosted the refrigerator or 
washed the family car. Nor have 
they known the love, care and 
close family ties that come only 
from home life. 

The Child Welfare Division is 
seeking foster homes for these I 
children. Foster homes are not 
adoptive homes but rather sub¬ 
stitute family homes for children 
who are unable to live with their 
own parents due to the death, 
illness or separation of the par¬ 
ents. These homes are needed 
not just for the holidays but for 
all the year, just as your own 
children have a home twelve 
months during the year.
